fore determining what the new taxes 
would be. - The president's address 
was comparatively brief, taking lesa 
than fifteen minutes for delivery. 


In specific terms the president 


gave a distinct warning against lob- 
bying in connection with the new bill. 


There is indisputable evidence of 


profiteering at present, the president 
said, and he declared it must be 
reached by the new legislation. 


"Profiteering that cannot be 


got at by restraints of con- 
science," said the president, "can 
be got at by taxation." 
"There need be no hesitancy 


in taxing the country," the pre»- 
ident told congress, "if it were 
taxed justly." 
He appealed to 


congress to approach the great 
task without selfishness or fear 
of political consequences. 
"An intense and pitiless 
light 


beats upon every man and every ac- 
tion in the tragic part of the war 
that is now upon the stage, said the 
president, 
The president concluded' with an 


appeal to congress to do its work 
ungrudgingly and said he could rioi 
guarantee a proper administration 
for the treasury unless_the question 
were settled at once.

When he had concluded his ad- 


dress, the president unexpectedly 
made a brief extemporaneous state- 
ment, in which he said that just as 
he was leaving the White House for 
the capitol he had heard that the 
new German drive had just begun 
and that it added to the solemnity 
of his conception of the country's 
duty.

The southerly blow, which covers 


a front of some forty miles and ap- 
parently is by far the more import- 
ant, has come to a point which had 
not been considered the most prob- 
able field for a renewal of the Ger- 
man attempt. The fact that bo.h 
British and French troops are founo 
holding this front, however, gives 
indication that General Foch, the a.- 
Ted commander in chief, has .large 
forces massed there. 


It was, indeed, on this front be- 


tween the tip of the Montdidier sal- 
ient and Rheims, that the enemy 
flank was most dangerously 
ex- 


posed and where he must have felt 
himself most vulnerable to a count 21 
blow 
If this attack here is neither 


a demonstration in force to cover 
the main 
effort elsewhere, or a 


veritable drive at Paris, the possibil- 
Tty remains that it was. launched 
with the intention of driving the al- 
lies from their advantageous pos- 
ifons along the Oise and the Ailette, 
forestalling a flanking counter ef- 
fort by Fofh's great reserve army. 
The stroke in Flanders, while of 


far less magnitude covering a front 
of less than 10 miles, is, neverthe- 
less aimed at points which the Ijer- 
mans must take before they can hope 
to carry their April advance further 
toward the coast.

area lie the hills which constitute the 
backbone of the Franco-British posi- 
tion, only the outlying p*K of which 
the Germans captured when they 
took Mount Kemmel last month. 
Scherpenberg, Mont Rouge, Mont 
Des Cats and other eminences are yet 
barring the way to the Germans.

When all are seated, the orchestra

mass of men—songs, readings, violin 
solos and occasionally four minute 
speeches given by children, which 
are received with much applause.

"Moreover, taxes, of that sort 


will not be paid until .the.June 
of next year and the-treasury 
must anticipate them. . It must 
use the money they are to pro- 


kduce before it is due. It must 


soil short time certificates of 
indebtedness. In the autumn, a 
much larger sale of .long time 
bonds must be 
effected 
than 


has yet besn attempted'. What 
are the bankers to think of the 
certificates if they do not cer- 
tainly know where the money is 
to come from"which',is to take 
them up? And how are invest 
ors to approach the purchase of 
bonds, with any sort -of -confi- 
dence 
or knowledge 
of their 


own affairs if they do not know 
what taxes they ar,e to pay and 
what economies and adjustments 
of their business they must ef- 
fect? I cannot assure; the coun- 
try of a successful, administra- 
tion of the treasury in 1918 if 
the question of further taxation 
is to be left 
undecided until 


1919. 
. 


"The consideration that domi- 


nates every other now, and 
makes every other seem trivial 
and negligible, is the winping 
of the war. We are not or.ly in 
the midst of the war; we are at 
the very peak and crisis of it. 
Hundreds of thousands of our 
men, carrying our hearts with 
them and our fortunes, are in 
the field and ships are crowding 
faster and faster to the ports 
of France and England 
with 


regiment after ' regiment, thou- 
sand after thousand, to join 
them until the enemy shall be 
beaten and brought to a reckon- 
ing with mankind. There can be 
no pause or intermission. 
The 


great enterprise must, on the 
contrary, be pushed with great- 
er and greater energy. The vol- 
ume of our might must steadily 
and rapidly be augmented until 
there can be no question of re- 
sisting it. If that is to be ac- 
complished, gentlemen, money 
must sustain it to the utmost- 
Our financial program must no 
more be left in doubt or suffer- 
ed to lag 
than our ordnance 


program or our ship program or 
our program for making mil- 
lions of men ready. These oth- 
ers are not programs, indeed, 
but mere plans upon paper, un- 
less there is to be an unques- 
tionable supply of money. 


"That is the situation, and it 


is the situation' which 
creates 


the duty, no choice or preference 
of ours. There is only one way 
to meet that duty. We must 
meet it without selfishness or 
fear of consequences. 
Politics 


is adjourned. The elections will 
go to those who think'least of it. 
To those who go to the constitu- 
encies without explanation or 
excuses, with a plain record of 
duty faithfully and disinterest- 
edly performed. I, for one, am 
always confident that the people 


. of this country will give a just 
verdict upon the service of the 
men who act for them when the 
facts are such that no man can 
disguise or conceal them. There 
'is no danger of deceit now. An 
intense and pitiless light beats 
upon every man and every ac- 
tion in this tragic plot of war 
that is now upon the stage. If 
lobbyists hurry to Washington 
to attempt to turn what you do 
in the matter of taxation to 
their protection or advantage, 
the light will beat also upon 
them. 
There is abundant fuel 


for the light in the records of 
the treasury with 
regard 
to 


profits of every sort. The prof- 
iteering that, cannot be got by 


the restraints of conscience and 
love of country can be got by 
taxation. 
There is such profit- 


eering now and the information - 
with regard1-to it is available 
and indisputable. 


"I am advising you to act up- 


on this matter of taxation now, 
gentlemen, not because I do not 
know tliat you can see and in- 
terpret the facts and the duty 
•thye impose, just as- well and 
with as clear a perception of the 
obligations involved as I can, 
but because, there is a certain 
•solemn satisfaction in sharing 
•with you the responsibilities of 
such a time.- 
The world never 


stood in 'such case before. Men 
never beofre had so clear or so 
moving a- vision of duty. 
I 


know that you will begrudge the 
work to be 'done here by us no 
more than the men begrudge us 
theirs who lie in the trenches 
and sally forth to their deaths. 
There is a stimulating comrade- 
ship knittirig us all together. 
And this task to which I invite 
your immediate consideration | 
will be performed under favor- 
able inbuences if "we will look to 
•what the country is thinking and 
expecting and care nothing at 
all for what is being said and 
believed in the lobbies of Wash- 
ington hotels, where the atmos- 
ypehre seems to make it possible 
'to believe what is believed no- 
where else. 


"Have you not felt the spirit 


of the nation rise and its thought 
become a single and common 
thought since 
these 
eventful 


days came in which 
we have 


been sending our boys to the 
other side? 
I thing you must 


read that thought, as I do, to 
mean this, that the people of 
this country are not only unit- 
ed iii the resolute purpose to 
win this war, but are ready and 
willing to bear any burden and - 
undergo 'any 
sacrifice that it 


may be necessary for them to 
bear in order 
to win it. We 


need not be afraid to tax them, 
if we lay taxes justly. They 
know that the war must be paid 
for and that it is they who 
must pay for it and if the bur- 
den is justly distributed and the 
sacrifice made a common sacri- 
fice from which 
none escapes 


who can bear it at all, they will 
carry it cheerfully and with a 
sort of solemn pride. 
I have 


always 
been proud to 
be an 


American, and was never more 
proud than now, when all that 
we have said and all that we 
have foreseen abopt our people 
is coming true. The great days 
have come when the only thing 
that they ask for or admire is 
duty, greatly 
and adequately 


done; when their 'wish for 
America is that she may share 
freedom .she enjoys; 
when a 


great, 
compelling 
sympathy 


wells up in their hearts for men 
everywhere who suffer and are 
oppressed and when they see 
at last the high uses for which 
their wealth has been piled up 
and their mighty power accu- 
mulated and, counting, neither 
blood nor treasure now that the 
final day 
of opportunity has 


come, rejoice to spend and to 
ba spent through a long night 
of suffering and terror in order 
that they and men everywhere . 
may see the dawn of' a day of 
righteousness and justice and 
peace. Shall we grow 
weary 


when they bid us^act?"

Saturday night and most of Sunday the German artil- 


lery on the western front bombarded heavily the sector 
south of the Somme, and the front between the Somrae and 


Arras and both sides of the Lys salient..

allied airmen again have taken up their work of harassing 
German troop concentrations, airdromes and transports. 
British aviators, while suffering no losses themselves, have 
destroyed eight more enemy machines and disabled two 
others. On tK& To'ul sector American aviators apparently 
have gained the mastery over the enemy and German ma- 
chines could not be found on that front Sunday. 


In minor fighting in the past four, weeks, the Anglo-
